These words; spoken by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to Mr. Douglass, until yesterday Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, were the first in- 
timation that Douglass had that he was re- 
moved. 
‘There bave for some weeks been rumors of a 
prospective change in the Chief of the Internal 
Revenue Burean. The fact that the friends of 
‘Douglass mentioned him in connection with the 
prospective Vacancy on the Bench of the Court 
of Claims, and with the probable vacancy 
in the Western United States Judicial District of 
Pennsyivauia, strengthened these rumors, but it 
was not expected that the change would come so 
sdon, or that Douglass could be removed, ex- 
capt to be appointed to some other place. The 
persons who alone know the real reasous for the 
change do not make them public. The Presi- 
dent, however, is represented as authority for 
the statement that the removal was not occa- 
sidned through any acts impugning Douglass 
official or personal integrity. | 
| SOME OF THE STORIES. 
There is, of a course, a medley of ru- 
mors condemning the cause for the 
change. The following are some of them: 
Sam Bard was too unanimous” for Post- 
master-General Jewell; Douglass has been 
too intimate for Secretary Bristow. Douglass 
was an old friend of Bristow while the latter was 
Solicitor of the Department of Justice, and has, 
perhaps, made too frequent boast of this inti- 
macy. The Congréssmen here say that Doug- 
lass was not enough of à politician, and that he 
constantly refused to permit his Bureau to be 
used for political purposes—a charge for which 
Sebretary Bristow would certainly not have an 
officer removed. The Southern carpet- 
bag Senators have always been opposed 
to Douglass for the reason that he 
would not lend bis best detective to them for the 
pupose of hunting Ku-Klux unless he was so or- 
dered by a higher power. There have been 
minor differences between Douglass and Bris- 
tow. The decision of Douglass by which the 
stamp-printing was sent to New York and 300 
women thrown out of employment was not ap- 
proved by Bristow. The recent action of Doug- 
lass in detailing revenue officers te search 
the banks for uncanceled stamps 
was without the kuowledge of the 
Secretary and without his approval. Bristow 
construed the law as giving the jurisdiction of 
such matters to the Comptre!ier of the Currency, 
and thought that Douglass’ speed in rushing into 
t was calculated to injure the Department 
y „„ antagonism aud conflicting 
on between two important Bureaus.

He thidks it is fun to 
kill my family,” said be, and tue force of sym- 
pathy was 80 great that while many eyes were 
tilled with tears, not a few bystaaders joined in 
denouncing the pilot. 

The mother, in the meantime, was lying only 
partly conscious in the cabin of the pilot-baat. 
She gave birth to a child, which died soon aftor- 
ward, only about three weeks ago, and was very 
feeble. She was dressod only in a loose gown, 
and swallowed large quautitios of water while 
she was submerged, so that she was in a critical 
condition. She was cared for as tenderly as pos- 
sible on tne pilot-boat, and was removed in the 
afternoon to the Park Hospital. Mrs. Costa 
was keptin ignorance of the fate of her child- 
dien, as the effect of the sad news, it was feared, 
would be fatal to her. She was restrained 
from going in search of the children with at 
difficulty, and begged piteously for a sight of 
her little Joseph. She was assured that the 
children were safe, but her mother’s heart led 
her to mistrust the well-meant falsehood, and 
she asked for her husband. Even this favor was 
denied, as he waa in so excited a condition that 
the effect of the interview was feared. She is 
said by the one yee in charge to be 4 
though not hopelessly, injured, and her sister 
Jersey City bas been sent for. 

Tle newfoundland dog which, a6 was said, as- 
sisted in resctiing Mrs. Costa, is a fine, hand- 
some specimen of his race, and seemed to real- 
ie the extent of the calamity which had befaii- 
en his master. He insisted on joining the men 
who were working to rescue the 6s, and it 
was found necessary to tie bim to the mast of 
one of the Behooners near by. He struggled to 
get Tree, and by his fawning anid whines be- 
sought every one Who came near to release him. 
As the bodies were brought up in his sight he 
howled piteous!y, and only when the work was 
over and the men had left the scow could he be 
quieted. 

The pilot of the oy | of Hartford, Henry B. 
Strickland, says that he was nearing the slip as 
usual when he discovered the scow, made fast 
to the sailing-vesse! Hamilton Fish, aod, turn-

CONTESTING THE CHARTER ELECTION. 

A week ago we called the attention of the 
(itizens’ Association to the legal method 
provided by the law of the State for contest- 
ing the so-called election on the adoption of 
the charter of 1872. The charter itself, 
which is a law of the State, provides, in Sec. 
57, as follows : 

The manner of conducting and voting at elections 
to be held under this act, and contesting the same, 
the keepina of puil-lists and canvassing che votes shall 
be the same, as nearly as may be, ae in the case of eice- 
tion of cownty oficera, under the general laws of the 
State; The judges of election shall appoint clerks 
when netessary to fll vacancies, and the judges and 
clerks shall take the same oath and have the same 
powers and authority as the judges and clerks of gen- 
eral Stato elections. 

The General Election law of the State, pro- 
vides, in Sec. 117, for cases of this character. 
That and succeeding sections read as follows: 


Any five electors ef the county may contest an elec- 
tion upon any subject which may by law be submitted 
to a vote of the people of the county upon filing in the 
Circuit Court, within thirty days after the result of the 
election shall have been determined, a written state- 
ment in like form as in other cases of contested elec- 
tions in the Circuit Court. The county shall be made 
defendant, and process served as in suits against the 
county; and like proceedings shall be had as in other 


cases of contested elections before such Court. 


Sec, 119. The judgment of the Court in cases of 
contested elections shall confirm or annul the election 
sccording to the right of the matter; or, im case the 
contest is in relation to the election of some person to 
an office, shall declare as elected the person who shall 
appear to be duly elected. 

Sze, 121. A certified copy of whe judgment of the 
Court shall have-the same effect as the result of the 
election as if it had been so declared by the canvase- 
ers. 

Spo, 123, In all cases of contested elections in the 
Circuit or County Courts, appeals may be taken to the 
Supreme Court in the same manner and upon like 
conditions as is provided by law for taking appeals on 
cases in chancery from the Circuit Courts. 


It is also provided that proceedings in the 


* Cirenit Court in cases of contested elections 


shall be in the same manner as in chancery 
cases. 

The present proceeding before Judge WII 
tams is substantially to have the election de- 
Clared void, or to have any declaration of 


| the result of that election perpetually en- 


joined. This is a summary proceeding, and 
is wholly independent of the proceeding au- 
thorized and provided for by law in ‘which 
the election itself may be contested and de- 
clared null and void by the Court, as in other 
cases, upon the merits. If Judge WIL 
shall decide that the declaration of the can- 
vass of the vote can be enjoined, of course 
an appeal will lie from that decision, and the 
matter will go up to the Supr@ine Court upon 
that question, and not upon a judgment of 
the Court upon the validity of the electign as 
shown by a legal formal contest. It is possi- 
ble that the merits of the election 
of April 23 can be determined in 
the proceeding that has been insti- 
| tuted, and that the procedure to contest that 
election is unnecessary ; but, if this should 
not be the. case, and to set aside the election 
will require, after all, a resort to the statutory 
proceeding of formal contest, it appears to us 
that the latter proceeding is the most direct, 
and the one by which a final decision can 
sooner be reached. It is well for the friends 
of the charter of 1872, and of those who op- 
pose that charter, to remember that no pro- 
ceedings in the Circuit Court in this case are 
final. If this charter of 1872 is to be locked 
up in the courts, carrying with it the charter

NATIONAL REVENUES. 
To the Mditer af The Chicazo Trifrune 
Curcaco, May 4.—In Tax Ine of Monday I 
notice, in an editorial article on the “National 


Revenue,” the following: The actual receipts for 


| the ten months ending April 20 were $223,570,871. In 


order to equal the estimates there must be received, 
during May and June, $45,500,000." If the receipts 
for these two Aster months are as great as the average 
for a correspouding period in the previous ten months, 
the amount would be $44,764,174, or an excess over the 
estimate of $1,264,174.

The article further says: There has been a large 
decline in imports, The value of the iron and steel, 
wool and woolens, cotton, «ilk, and linen goods im- 
ported in 1872 was $237,739,683 ; m 1873 the value was 
$185,219,545 ; in 1874 it was only 6189, 707, 127. 80 far 
as the present year has progressed, the falling off is in 
the same proportion.” This statement is correct and 
indicative of the decline in the United States of that 
policy which would confine the industries of the coun- 
try to agriculture and kindred pursuits, Few, if any, 
will acknowledge even a remote advocacy of such a 
policy; yet it is ao ond feet that many 
do persistently, although unconsciously and in- 
directly, uphold a theory which, i fre- 
duced to practice, would have a kindred result. 
People will hesitate (I hope) before they unreservedly 
accept the statement that Americans have recently 
grown so poor as to be “no longer able to buy of 
other nations, and no longer able to buy of home man- 
ufacturers,” It istrue that the imports have dimin- 
ished ; true that the consumption of iren and steel has 
decreased on account of the decline in railway build- 
ing; true that we are beginning to learn and practice 
economy, But that the American people are 80 near 
bankruptcy as to be unable to purchase necessities is 
not so apparent, 

The writer isa young man. Although a Protection- 
ist from conviction, he observes that upog a question 
of this nature—where eminent minds are found on 
either side—it is best to bear both sides. He asks 
the following questions for information : 

1. If the tariff were to be abolished, would American 
manufacturers be able to compete with foreign impor- 
tations ? 

2, Would American consumers be able to purchase 
their fabrics and manufactured articles cheaper under 
free trade than at present ? 

3. How could the Government best obtain its reve- 
nues if the duties on importations were abolished ?

ANSWER. 

Our correspondent, like the majority of 
Protectionists, jumps at conclusions wholly 
unwarranted by facts. He sees nothing be- 
tween a protective tariff anda repeal of all 
tariff duties. Has he never heard of a tariff 
for revenue, under which taxation is limited 
to the exact sum received into the Treasury. 
Taxation for any purpose other than revenue 
is nothing less than robbery. The United 
States could collect the revenue from imports, 
by levying taxes upon a limited class of arti- 
cles, and making all others either free or so 
reducing the duties thereon as to encourage 
their importation, that it needs from that 
source. Our correspondent must remember 
that the average income of the mass of the 
population is not only limited, but is not ex- 
pansive; the man whose income is $600 a 
year has but that much to spend. It makes 
a vast difference to him and his family 
whether he gets $400 worth of commodities, 
pays $50 tax to the Government and $150 to 
encourage some infant industries, or 
whether he gets $525 worth of commodities 
and pays $75 tax to the Government. 
In the latter case he gets 30 per cent 
more clothing or other necessaries out of his 
limited income than in the former case, and 
the revenue of the Government was increased 
50 per cent. Now, if our correspondent will 
proportion this illustration with the aggre- 
gate consumption of manufactured goods in 
the country, he will discover how taxes may 
be repealed or reduced without a loss of 
revenue to the Government, and how, by the 
same process, the wages or earnings of the 
people will have their purchasing power ex- 
panded, The value of wages is their pur- 
chasing power. Any taxation which takes 
a portion of one man’s wages to give it 
to another man without consideration is 
not honest, and has the effect of reducing 
the value of the wages to the man who earns 
thom. The reduction of all duties to a pure- 
ly revenue standard, and the levying of them 
on such articles as are the most exclusively 
subjects of revenue tax, would increase the 
purchasing power of each man’s income, 
would enable him to obtain more of all that

THEN AND NOW AT THE SOUTH. 

In June, 1864, an officer in the Union 
army resigned in order to go into business in 
Issaquena County, Mississippi. A recent 
letter of his to the Springfield Republican bo- 
gins in this way: Ten years ago this day, 
the residents of this neighborhood were in- 
vited to see me hung.” That little sentence, 
taken with the ensuing sketch of the condi- 
tion of things now, has a world of meaning. 

Then, the Northerner’s store was kept for- 
tified and provisioned for a siege. His twelve 
white employes each carried a Spencer rifle 
and stood guard in squads of four, four hours 
at atime. The necessity for these precau- 
tions was absolute. On the day of 
the promised spectacular performance, in 
which the storekeeper was to play the disa- 
greeable part of Manomer’s colin, the 
twelve Spencer rifles proved to be more than 
a match for eighteen shot-guns. “The men 
who had issued the invitations,” he says with 
grim humor, had the mortification of an- 
nouncing a postponement of the perform- 
ance.” The postponement has been made 
permanent. The necessity for keeping guard 
long since vanished. None of the storekeep- 
ers employes are now allowed tocarry a weap- 
on, and the employer's pistolslie unloaded on 
ashelf. He has many warm friends among 
the older inhabitants, and his known enemies 
are but two,—no more than many men who 
have never left the North can count. This 
striking. change is not the result of any 
change in this honorable carpet-bagger’s own 
views. He has not truckled to the dominant 
political or social beliefs, and so gained the 
privilege of living in peace. He says: “I 
still remain a thorough and uncompromising 
Republican and Radical, and am known as 
such.” 

Then the country was overrun by mounted 
men, most of them deserters from 
the Southern army, who lived by 
pillage. There was no law, no 
security, scarcely any industry. Ten years’ 
time has changed all this, The white popu- 
lation is orderly and, on the whole, industri- 
ous. The condition of the negro has wholly 
changed. In 1865 no negro of that vicinity 
owned any enimal larger than a chicken. 
Furniture was an almost unknown lusary in 
the cabins of the blacks. Clothing was an 
ingenious combination of cast-off army gar- 
ments, eked out with shreds and patches of 
‘*butternut.” The negroes are now quite 
well clothed. They are great buyers 
of furniture. Most of them, accord- 
ing to this writer, have sa horse or 
a cow. Then they did not know 
their alphabet. Not one of them, 
he says, knew the first letter of it; but this 
must be an unwitting exaggeration. A large 
majority of them can read now. Nearly as 
many can write. Their zeal for education 
has made the book and stationery department 
one of the important items in the corre- 
spondent’s business, This is a sign of no 
slight importance, for a country store is a 
sort of neighborhood barometer. Its sales 
tell the present condition and the future 
prospects of the vicinity with considerable 
accuracy, just as the books of a bank regis- 
ter the status of commercial, and even of 
social, relations for a town, citys or section. 

The letter from which we have quoted 
shows that a great transition has already 
taken place at the South, and that future 
changes for the better are more than proba- 
ble. Ten yearsago, the neighbors of an 
honorable Northern immigrant gathered to 
enjoy seeing him hung, and nineteen of them, 
armed with shot-guns, tried to bring him to 
the extemporized scaffold. The intended 


4 victim now finds no lack of friends in that 


same neighborhood. , He is living peacefully 
and saftly and, as we judge from his letter, 
making money. It is fifty-five years since the 
historic ‘‘ Era of Good Feeling” in American 
politics, when sectional animosity died away. 
There are signs that this piece of history may 
soon repeat itself. ,

THE PRUSSIAN ECCLESIASTICAL BILL. 

The latest phase of the ecclesiastical con- 
test in Germany that is of general impor- 
tance is the passage in the Lower House of 
the Diet, by the large vote of 275 to 90, of 
the bill abrogating the fifteenth, sixteenth, 
and eighteenth articles of the Constitution. 
The first named article guarantees to all 
churches the right to administer their affairs 
in an independent way and to hold and enjoy 
the funds, establishments, and foundations, 
necessary to its worship, teachings, and chari- 
ties, subject to the laws of the State. The 
sixteenth establishes free relations between 
religious societies and their superiors, 
and places the publication of ecclesi- 
astical ordinances upon the same foot- 
ing as other publications. The eighteenth 
suppresses the right of nominating, propor- 
ing, electing, amd confirming ecclesiastical 
posts, so far as it belongs to the State, except 
in the army and public institutions, regulates 
the powers of the State relating to instruc- 
tion, the employment and removal of 
ecclesiastics, and fixes the limits of the dis- 
ciplinary powers of the State. Should this 
new ecclesiastical bill become a law, it will 
be tantamount to the complete subjection of 
the Roman Cathalie Church in Germany to 
the Government. It will take away from it 
the right to hold or use property in any form, 
whether for worship or charities. It will dis- 
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The United States have exported a very 
great of wheat of late. From Sept. 
1, 1874, to April 18, 1875, weshipped 33,000,- 
000 bushels, an amount only 3,000,000 bush- 
els less than the export during the same 
mouths a year before. During the last two 
years, the price of breadstuffs in Europe has 
been low, so that these figures are especially 
encouraging, inasmuch as they show an abil- 
ity to compete with transatlantic grain- 
fields in supplying transatlantic consumers. 
Russia has been our most formidable rival, 
and the recent extension of her railroad sys- 
tem has been expected to greatly” increase 
her exports of food to England As yet, 
however, these expectations have not been 
justified by experience. In 1873, 40 per cent 
of British imports of wheat came from this 
country, and 20 per cent from Russia, while, 
in 1874, we supplied 554 per cent, and Russia 
only 15. The railroads into the Muscovite 
wheat regious have not been operated long 
enough to show what their real effect will be, 
but it is not probabie that our farmers will be 
materially injured by them, at least for some 
time to come. They are mainly military 
roads, and their prime use is to transport 
troops and munitions of war towards Asia. 
The Government owns them, and is 
much more anxious that they should carry 
soldiers west than wheat east. Then the en- 
ormous standing army of Russia greatly di- 
minishes the supply of agricultural labor and 
increases, in a like ratio, the number of un- 
productive consumers at home. Again, the 
wholesale emigration of the Mennonites is 
depriving the Empire of the Czar of no in- 
considerable part of its grain-growing popula- 
tion.. Finally, the downward tendency of 
freights from the Mississippi to the seaboard 
is increasing the capabilities of our farmers 
for competing with foreign rivals. 

It is not likely, then, that our exports of 
wheat will soon diminish. That they are not 
far, very far, larger, and that our farmers are 
not correspondingly much more prosperops, 
is due, not to the grain-growers of Europe, 
but to the manufacturers and Congressmen 
of America. The 82,000,000 bushels of wheat 
exported during te last seven months were 
raised and shipped by umprotected labor. 
No laws give the farmer, as they do the manu- 
facturer, the right to tax his fellow-citizens 
for his own benefit. He must sell his pro- 
ducts for what they are worth, not for what 
they are worth plus a bounty of 50 or 70 
per cent paid him at the expense of men 
engaged in other trades. The average duty 
on the articles for which the farmers er- 
changed these 33,000,000 bushels of wheat 
is about 45 per cent. If this duty, three- 
fifths of which goes into the pockets of the 
protected classes and two-fifths to the Gov- 
ernment, had not been laid, 23,000,000 
bushels of wheat would have bought more 
goods than the 33,000,000 paid for, under 
the present state of things. Within seven 
months, therefore, one class of the 6,000,000 
agriculturists of the United States have paid 
a tribute of over 10,000,000 bushels of wheat 
to the few thousand protected employers of 
labor, And this ie but one item in the long 
schedule of what the protection of a few 
favored rich men costs the masses.

He was called about the middle of the 
afternoon session. Mr. Fullerton had just dis- 
missed an unimportant witness, and, turning 
quickly around toward the door leading to the 
chambers, he called out in a deliberate tone and 
in loud voice, Henry C. Bowen.” Mr. Bowen, 
who had been sitting since the recess on the 
rear bench for spectators, near the door, quietly 
arose and came forward, pushing his way through 
the crowd. 
THE MOST INTENSE EXCITEMENT 
was manifested by the audience. Many sprang 
to their feet and fixed their eves on Mr. Bowen. 
People in the gallery stretched their necks and 
pushed into the aisles to lookathim. Expres- 
sions of astonishment and some smothered 
laughter were heard. One loud and derisive 
laugh from some one in the audience rose above 
all ether sounds.

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RIVER DISASTER. 
Account of the Sinking of the stenmer 

uke in the Missouri River, 
St. Lowis Globe, May 4, 

The steamer St. Luke, bound from Leaven- 
worth to St. Louis, struck a pier of the St. 
Charles bridge Sunday vight, and sunk in the 
Missouri River within & few minutes afterwards. 
Sus left Leavenworth at 8 o'élock last Friday 
evening, and, taking advantage of the rising 
water in the Missouri River, came down in good 


style, making ber landings and promising » swift 
and remunerattve trip. There was nothing to 
indicate danger; op the contrary, everything 
promised well, for there was more water than 
ordinarily in the river, and there was less threat- 
eved difficulty at the bare and shoals. 

Bhe arrived in sight of the St. Charles bridgo 
light at twenty mintites past 10 on Sunday night. 
The light is white, aud hangs immediately be- 
tween the pliers, between which she headed. 
Capt: Keith says that when be went up on the 
last trip, the current set straight through the 
centre, but as she neared the piers on Sunday 
night, aud whea within 600 yards, aud too late 
to stop, it was discovered that the current had 
changed, ahd was setting to northward, an 
runni 
pier. Boat was then heading for the light, 
avid making well to larboard because of the car- 
reat. There was batonething todo. Every ounce 
Of team was put on to carry her through, 
but the current swept her upon the north pier, 
and she struck upon the abutment, catching on 
ber larboard just forward of the engines, and; 
hanging there for fully two minutes, ca:eened 
to starboard, with the swift water rushing 
through the cruei rent in ber side. 

There were altogether some forty or fifty peo- 
ple on the boat, and, aroused by the shock, 
they rushed out, terrified in the belief they 
were lost. The rushing steam, the clang- 

bells, and the beipless plashing 
of the wheels, the pouting of the 
steamer on the cold, pitiless abutment; the 
frantic rushing hither and thither of the pas- 
séngers, all combined toa scene of horror be- 
yond: description, For two minutes she hung 
there on the abuiment, and then the swift cur- 
rent tore her away and catfied ber on. Through 
the great ragged hole m her side the water 
poured, as if to seek a resting-place, after its 
long, wild labors. Slowly she settled down, un- 
til over her deck the angry current ran; slowly 
down, until the augry current had reached he: 
burricane-roof, wastung over it in triumphant 
celebration of ite victory. 

As the boat sunk, those who remained huddled 
together ou the aft part of the hurricane deck. 
The fires had been extioguishéd by the water &!- 
most as soon as the boat struck, and, after ber 
first sigpal of distress, there was notaing to in- 
dicate her trouble or ber wheréabouts, He: ligb's 
were gone. Her smoke stacks fell over ber side 
with a sudden plash, and the shivering group 
saw but little hope in the dull, threateuing sigh, 
or in the swift-rushing water that washed sulleu- 
ly by the crippled and dismantled hulk. There 
was then but litte prospectfor relief. With 
every angry swell the boat raised and fell upon 
the bar, aud in their fear the passengers pic 
tured a cruel death in store for them. She might 
go to pieces, or the current might carry ber into 
deeper water. 

The boat sunk within fifteen minutes, on the 
bar just out the mouth of the river, and about 2 
miles hom the bridge, near the reef. Her bow 
lies in about 25 feet and her stern in 16. As 
she went down, Mre. James Dinau and two of 
her children; Ctris, Lanitez, a peddler (deck 
passepgers); one of the firemen, and two rous- 
ters, were swept off aud drowned. James Dinaa 
aud two of his children were saved. 

The St. Charfes ferry-boat, Nebraska City No. 
2, hove in sieht between 3 and 4 o'clock in the 
morting and took off the passengers, and then 
hove to uotil 7 o'clock, picking up the lighter 
freight and furniture. 

The steamer was laden with 100 sewing-ma- 
chines, 100 tons of tobacco and wheat, and 180 
head of hogs, valued in ai! at $4,000. When #he 
struck, many of the hogs were washed over- 
board, and those left were prematurely scaided 
by the bursting of the steam-pive. The cries of 
the scalded animals, as they rushed up and down 


the deck or pluuged overboard to cool off, added | 
to the confusion of the scene and made the bank | 


a perfect randemocium. 


to have drowned. His name is James Dinad, and 
be worked formerly on the Missouri, Kaosas & 
Texas Railroad. Times being bard, he put all hie 
goods iu two trunks, and, in company with his 
wife Mary, aged 35, his two daughters, Mary 
Jane aud Margaret L., 5 resoectively 9 and 
7, and two sons, Thomas James, aged 4, and Ed- 
ward, aged 12, left Kausas City on the St. Luke, 
intending to try his luck in St. Louis. When 
the accident occtirred the shock of the colligon 
landed Dinan on a pile of lumber on the side of 
the boat, after which the boat an to sink. 
Later, Dinan was standing by the bulwark, witb 
his youngest boy in bis arms, the other boy by 
his side, and his wife and two daughters behind 
btm. As the water rushed in, it lifted the boy out of 
Diman’s embrace, and, sirikiog the father, 
washed him overboard. Wien he came to the 
top be saw a raft floating near, and after some 
exertion he made sure of a hold on it. There 
was one man hanging on to the raft at the time 
Dinan took hold of it, aod the strong current 
impelied the raft along till at 8 o'elock 
m the morning, some 10 miles below the 
scene of the accident, the rafft drifted 
into an eddy pear the shore, at a place where 
a number of projecting roots and limbs gave 
Divan a chance..to pull himeelf ashare. 
The other man failed to make the bank, and 
was cerried further down the river, and 
has not yet been heard from. When Dinan 
landed he was completely exhausted. His first 
act was to make his way toa farm-house near 
by, where he met some colored “men, changed 
his pants, and, after éating a little, started tor 
St. Charles afoot. There he found that bis wife 
and two daughters were drowned, and his trunk 
and all bis property lost. Nothing was saved 
but the two boys, and they escaped as by a 
miracle. Three hundred and five dollars in ready 
cash went down with Dinan’s wife. 

The St. Luke was built in Si. Louis in 1868. 
and was owned by the Missouri River Packet 
Company. In 1874 she was lengthened at a cost 
of some $10,000. Her dimensions were: 213 3-10 
feet in length, 47 feet beam, 5 feet depth of 
hold. Her carrying capacity, Oustop- House 
measurement, was 450 tons. She was Valned at 
$35,000, and insured in Cincinnati and Pittsburg 
offices for $17,000.
